Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  I968, 

There  has  been  a further  slight  decrease  in  the  population  of 
the  district,  from  19,090  in  1967,  to  19,0i40  in  the  year  under 
review.  The  number  of  births  has  fallen  from  265  in  196? ? to  21^5? 
which  gives  a drop  in  the  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  population  from  13.9 
to  12,9.  This  figure  is  quite  considerably  belov/  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  of  l6o9.  The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  for  the 
district  for  I968  v/as  9.5  compared  v/ith  11,9  for  England  and  L^ales 
as  a v/hole.  These  figures  confirm  the  opinion  I expressed  in  the 
previous  imnual  Report  that  the  population  of  the  district  is  an 
ageing  one,  and  it  is  to  this  age  group  that  planning  must  continue 
to  be  directed  in  relation  to  such  services  as  housing,  home  help 
and  meals  on  wheels  services  etc.  In  addition  to  the  parishes 
outlined  in  the  last  Annual  Report  as  having  a meals  on  wheels 
service,  this  has  nov;  been  extended  to  include  the  majority  of  the 
parishes  in  the  District. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  preparation  of  a group 
scheme  for  housing  the  aged  from  Blyth  and  Saxmundham  districts 
reached  completion  diiring  the  year. 

The  nimber  of  Infant  Deaths  (i.e,  deaths  under  1 year) 
continues  creditably  low,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there 
were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  causes  of  death  of  the  tvro  infants, 
was  in  one  case  prematurity  and  in  the  other  congenital  heart 
disease.  The  number  of  deaths  (of  all  ages)  exceeded  the  number 
of  births  by  22. 

Apart  from  measles,  little  infectious  disease  was  notified. 
The  year  was  a bad  one  for  measles,  as  it  was  throughout  most  of 
this  part  of  England,  and  a total  of  221  cases  was  notified.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  recently  introduced  immunisation  against  measles 
w'ill  "catch-on"  , so  that  what  is  virtually  the  last  remaining 
infectious  disease  of  childhood  can  be  irradicated  in  the  not  too  ^ 
distant  future. 

I have  nov;  completed  by  first  full  year  as  your  Medical 
Officer,  and  I should  like  to  talce  this  opportunity  of  saying  that 
the  year  has  been  a most  pleasant  one,  I have  enjoyed  my 
association  with  your  Health  Committee  and  my  colleagues,  and  my 
duties  v/ith  your  Council  have  been  quite  full  of  interest.  May 
I ta]ce  this  opportunity  of  tha-nlcing  you  Mr,  Chairman  and  Council 
Members,  for  the  interest  you  have  shown  in  the  Health  matters 
affecting  the  District,

Private  Supply 


The  number  of  samples  of  water  taken  from  private  sources  and 
sent  for  bacteriological  examination  was  44  and  of  this  number  25 
were  satisfactory  and  1$  unsatisfactory.  A further  31  samples  v;ere 
forwarded  for  nitrate  analysis  and  of  these  20  were  satisfactory 
(below  20  p.p.m.)  and  11  unsatisfactory. 

Advice  on  alternative  sources  and  remedial  measures  continued 
to  be  given  when  a sample  proved  unsat isfac to ly. 
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SEWERAGE  & SEWSBAGE  DISPOSA  L 


The  villages  of  Kelsale,  Eramlingham,  Peasenhall,  Sibton,  Yoxford 
and  Walberswick  have  main  sewerage.  The  position  in  regard  to  other 
schemes  is  as  follows  s- 

(i)  Aldringham«  Thorpeness,  Knodishall. 

Tenders  for  this  scheme  were  accepted  in  November  1968,  the 
total  contract  sum  being  £297»405*  v/ork  was  due  to  commence  in 
January  I969,  the  maximum  contract  period  being  18  months. 

(ii)  Earl  Soham 

A tender  for  this  scheme  was  accepted  in  Pebruaiy, I968,  the 
contract  siun  being  £709694*  V/ork  commenced  in  May  I968,  the 
contract  period  being  12  months. 

( iii ) Darsham,  Middleton,  Theberton,  V/estleton . 

The  local  engineering  investigation  was  held  on  the  2nd  and  3rd 
January  I968.  The  Ministry  approved  the  scheme  in  principle  in 
February  I968  but  asked  the  Council  to  defer  it  on  financial 
consideration.  The  Council  were  however  permitted  to  prepare  the 
scheme  up  to  tender  stage  and  the  dociiments  were  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  in  November, I968. 

(iv)  Blythbur^,  v/enhaston  and  Bramfield. 

The  local  engineering  investigation  was  held  on  the  2nd 
and  3i“(3  of  January  I968.  The  ministry  approved  the  scheme  in 
principle  in  February  I968  but  asked  the  Council  to  defer  it  on 
financial  consideration.  The  Council  were  however  permitted  to 
prepare  the  scheme  up  to  tender  stage  and  the  consulting 
engineers  were  instructed  accordingly. 

(v)  Friston,  Snape,  Sternfield,  Benhall  and  Saxmundham. 

The  apportionment  of  costs  to  be  borne  by  Blyth  Rural 
District  Council  and  Saxmundham  Urban  District  Council  were 
agreed  and  planning  consents  obtained  for  the  necessary 
XJumping  stations  and  works  sites.  Preliminary  negotiations 
were  opened  with  the  owners  concerned. 

(vi)  Easton 

An  outline  scheme  was  received  from  the  consulting 
engineers  and  approved  by  the  Council.  An  alternative  site 
for  the  proposed  sewage  disposal  works  was  under  investigation. 

(vii) Dennington 

An  outline  scheme  for  sewering  this  village  was  received 
from  the  consulting  engineers  and  subject  to  minor  amendments, 
was  approved  by  the  Council.

Notices  have  been  issued  to  food  premises  requesting  that 
customers  do  not  take  their  dogs  into  the  shop  and  these  have  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  shop  keepers  as  they  have  found  this  a 
problem  in  the  past.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  MD  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  Collection 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Messrs,  Urwick,  Orr  & Partners 
carried  out  work  study  on  the  collection  service » Their  survey 
resulted  in  the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  for  the  collectors 
and  also  the  complete  rescheduling  of  the  collection  rounds,  A 
General  Foreman  was  appointed  to  supervise  the  outside  staff, 

'The  system  of  collection  remains  a kerbside  one  which  through- 
out most  of  the  district  is  fortnightly®  As  a step  towards  bringing 
the  whole  of  the  district  into  a weekly  collection  a Ford  Rorba  50 
cu.yd.  refuse  vehicle  was  placed  on  order. 

During  the  re-organisation  of  the  collection  schedules  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  request  that  only  purpose  made  dustbins  \-fere 
used.  The  great  majority  of  householders  appreciated  that  it  was 
necessary  to  have  a proper  bin  and  the  varied  collection  of  bowls, 
buckets  etc,  which  were  previously  in  use  have  disappeared. 

Refuse  Disposal 

In  October  the  Public  Health  Committee  considered  a report  on 
refuse  disposal  in  the  district.  Tipping  space  is  rapidly  being  used 
up  and  the  Committee  had,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  given  consideration 
to  the  possibility  of  providing  a centrally  sited  pulveriser  plant. 
Investigations  were  being  carried  out  in  greater  detail. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

•This  service  was  included  in  the  work  study  survey  but  no  firm 
conclusions  were  reached  regarding  its  organisation.
